would have taken a little more Time to heal, if our 
Patient had been older. 

Having, as you will eafily perceive, omitted thofe 
things that were common or of lefs Moment, I have 
fet down what feemed moft remarkable in the Courfe 
of this Operation. Upon which Subje£t I ftiould not 
have had fo mueh to fay if this elegant Mcthod of re- 
fcuing one from imminent Danger, and the moft.diffi- 
cult kind of Death, had not been ordinarily defcribed 
more from Theory and Fancy than from Nature and 
Pra&ice : And if Surgeons had been accuftomed to be 
half as boid to afilft Nature in fuch an Extremity as 
both they and many Phyficians are fometimes officious 
to difturb her regular and falutary Steps.
